WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Convinc- 


ed that the petroleum problem has 
an important bearing upon any plan 
for the limitation oC armament and 
a better understanding among the 
nations, tho department of state has 
just completed a comprehensive study 
of tho question, with especial atten- 
tion to those phases which seem like- 
ly to lead to Conflict of national in- 
terest!. 


Tho oil is not specifically mention- 


ed in the agenda of tho conference, 
there is little doubt the subject will 
come up for discussion, and it was 
learned on high authority today that 
the American attitude' toward this 
has been tentatively formulated and 
is ready for submission to the other 
powers at the proper time. 


This plan cori'tcmplates- a working 


agreement between the various pow- 
ers, based upon tho principle of equal 
opportunity.

were present at the law enforcement meeting at Coshocton, Oct. 25.: 


Oct. 28th, 1921. 


Mayor W. S. Tish, ' 


Coshocton, Ohio, 


Dear Sir: 


In accordance with our promise to you, that we would look into the matter of the re- 


lease of Elizah Sprague from the work hous MrrWiseman and I went down to see the com- 
missioners and on the way met the assistant prosecutor who has charge of advising the 
county commissioners as to what their legat rights may be. We stopped him and had a talk 
with him and he was very ignorant of anything happening such as the release of Mr. Spra- 
gue. He said, "come along and we will go over and see the commissioners," and so we 
went over and found that Mr. Sprague was released on the 17th of this month after having 
been confined about three days; that a man came up and told the commissioners that it 
was the Mayor of Coshocton's wish that he be released. 
The commissioners were then 


asked if they had a letter of release from the Mayor of Coshocton to which they answered 
that they did not, that they believed this man was telling the truth. Mr. McClintock. the 
Assistant Prosecutor and Mr. Wiseman and myself told them what we thot about the re- 
leasing a prisoner at the whim of at attorney and Mr. McClintock went further and told 
them that the had to,ld them to be careful about releasing of a prisoner without the sanc- 
tion of the authority that confined them in the workhouse. Their only answer to this was 
they thought that it was the Mayors wish, that it would never occur again, etc.

After finding out how they came to be deceived and what the trouble was, we tried to 


see if the'y would accept these men in the workhouse again, to this they answered that they 
had pardoned these men and since they pardoned them they would not order them back. It 
appears they have the authority to pardon but are not expected to free prisoners simply 
because they have the right to pardon upon the request of the committing authority. 


The above statement of the manner in which not only Sprague, but Jim Fortune was 


released. The blame for the release of these men can be placed only upon the shoulders of 
our county commissioners who act as the board of pardon for those confined in the work- 
house. 
They had absolutely no right to do what they did and their act is certainly 


blameable and they should be severely condemned for it because it certainly is poor jus- 
tice when they listen to some tall sun-burned lawyer instead of asking for a letter from 


you.

Why a Charter for The 


City of Coshocton? 


Whenever a man or woman is called upon to vote for a 


thing, or to vote for a fundamental change in the munici- 
pal government of the city in which they reside, the first 
question that naturally rises in the mind of the voter is: 
"What will the new order give or offer that cannot be ob- 
tained under the present system? The answer in this case 
is simple. 


FIRST: If we adopt a charter we can bring in from 


eome outside city or state a stranger to manage and direct 
our municipa affairs at a salary o£ twice to four times 
as much as is paid to the mayor of the city. 


SECOND: Instead of having a council composed of 


counciimen from .each ward, and councilmen-at-large, the 
legislators ol the city will he known as commissioners, and 
all be elected at large, and Incidentally draw salaries in 
amounts greater than those now provided for counciimen. 


THIRD: "We may have the recall of public officers and 


officials so that at any time that twenty percent or less of 
the electors are dissatisfied with an administrative officer, 
or whenever a small percentage of the people aro peeved 
because any administrative ofhcer does not bow to their 
will and request, a special election can be called at a cost 
of from twenty-eight hundred dollars to thirty-four hundred 
dollars, to recall him. 


FOURTH: We can do away -with the present civil serr>- 


ice commission and appoint a new civil sevice commission 
and provide new civil service rules which will enable us to 
sweep out of office all of the old tried and experienced offi- 
cials and members of the police and flre departments and 
hospital officials, and induct into office a new set. 


FIFTH: We can provide for'the collection of additional 


taxes by passing an occupational tax on every store, fac- 
tory, professional and business man, taxing him for the 
right to do business. 


SIXTH: And last but not least we can adopt the so>- 


called Hare system proportional representation, which is a 
fancy name for a new system of voting, so intricate and 
complex that two-thirds of the electors, men and women 
alike, will not be able to vote intelligently for anybody. 
This, o£ course will insure minority control of government 
as well, if the proportiona system of representation is a 
part of the charter. 


Further than this we cannot go, nor is it necessary, 


for under our present system of government, we -can do 
anything else that we desire except levy taxes in excess 
of the constitutional limitation. 


If the charter form of government is such a desirable 


change at this time, why is the effort and, in fact, every 
move incident to that effort 
shrouded in becrecy and 


mystery ? 


On September 1, 1912, the Mayor of the City sent out a 


twenty-four hour written notice, summoning the members 
of Council in. extra se&sion to consider the question of sub- 
mitting to the electors the question of adopting a charter. 
This was the shortest notice that could be provided by law. 


On September 2, 3921, Council met and under threat 


of a special election to cost the city not less than twenty- 
eight hundred dollars, passed the ordinance. 


Neither the public nor the press was advised of this 


action until September 6, 1921, when some person unknown 
to the Board fo Elections liled the ordinance with the clerk 
ol" the Board, and the Board of Elections in turn, gave tha 
information to the newspaper. 


The proponents of the charter form of government 


filed the nomination papers for their hand-picked fitteen 
men to frame the charter on the Sth day ol September, 
3921, the last day allowed by law, for the filing of nomina- 
tion papers for candidates to frame a charter. 


This gave the public at large and the business men or 


business organizations of the city jubt exactly one day to 
meet, circulate petitioiib and nominate candidates for a 
commission to frame a charter. So the entire proceeding 
it will be observed, was conducted with the object and ami 
ot excluding every person from any part in the plans and 
schemes of the proponents of the charter. 


There is not, on the present charter commission, one 


single lawyer to avise or direct as to the constitutional 
limitation:, or lo inform t'nese Haulers, ot the charier what 
pitfalls to avoid. In such an important matter as the fram- 
ing of a, fundamental draft of the law for a municipality, it 
was not deemed necessary to invite any local attorney to 
participate with them officially in their deliberations. The 
conclusion, therefore, is obvious uiat such legal advice as 
is to be sought or obtained, will be from a source outside 
of Coshocton, if at all. 


If this is, giving the people of Coshocton an adequate 


voice in their own government and is an indication of how 
the city's affairs are to be managed it entrusted to the 
hands of the proponents of the charter form of government, 
we know now exactly what to expect. 


Almost every city in Ohio that has had the 
charter 


form of government is trying to do away with it, and in 
Cleveland after specious promises and assurances to the 
contrary, the proponents of minority government are at- 
tempting to fasten upon the City of Cleveland the Hare 
System of proportional representation. 


Judging the future by the past we may anticipate such 


a provision here, should the charter proposition carry next 
Tuesdaj. and that pnn ision was in the other charter 
proposition which the voters of Cocihocton defeated. This 
Is the third time in four \ear<? that the same proposition 
has been submitted to the electors, and this time the 
proposition is being submitted \\ith the assurance and with 
the specific promise lh.it it" the voters decide in favor of a 
lOtnnusiSion to draft a charter, that no special election will 
bo called at an exorbitant cost to the electors, to adopt or 
reject the proposed charter, but that the proponents of the 
charter proposition will wait until the next general election. 


Nothing could be further from the intention of the 


men who have so far shown a willlngnMB to take every ad- 
vantago of every technicality of the law to exclude the 
public at large, or any individual other than themselves 
from any participation in their affairs. 


The men behind the charter proposition are 
astute 


enough to know, that at every general election, both of the' 
regular political parlies are thoroughly organized, and will 
function as organized parties, and that the charter stands 
a far better chance of adoption at a special election where 
only a small portion of the electors go to the polls. 


It will be wcl Ito remember that the solemn promise 


of the proponents of this charter not to call a special elec- 
tion has been made to the voters in this campaign as a 
sp-ecial inducement to persuade them to vote for the same, 
and it may be as well now to recall that similar assurances 
were given before in the last election on this same ques- 
tion, but that nevertheless the electors were called upon 
to pay approximately twenty-eight hundred dollars for a 
special election on that very question. 


In conclusion we do not hesitate to admit that some 


of the men nominated to frame this charter are successful 
business men of probity and integrity, but we also submit 
that because a man is a successful shoe-merchant or manu- 
facturer or business man. that this does not necessarily 
qualify him from a legal standpoint to draft a form of 
government to comply with the constitutional limitations, 
and that up to the present, the concerted political action 
of the proponents of the charter in railroaidng their 
proposition through, and excluding everyone else from a 
participation in their affairs, does not and cannot square 
with their reputations and lives as business men of honor 
and integrity.

common rights of humanity. 


Those who have read French his- 


tory have 
been 
surfeited with tho 


horrors of tho French Revolution and 
unless they have read a great deal 
have failed to see any account of tho 
White Terror that followed directly 
after the fall of tho Red Terror. 
Tlio 


White Terror was more cruel, merci- 
less and implacable in its revenge on 
the authors of tho Revolution than 
were the rovolutionests on the aristo- 
crats who constituted the White Ter- 
ror. 
Why the Menschevists of tho 


time. The ones who worn largely re- 
sponsible for tho revolution in tho 
beginning by their mercenary co-oper- 
ation with the aristocracy to grind 
and oppress the peasantry with taxes-
